but  by  Calumnies  to  alienate  the  Hearts  of  His; 
Majefty's  Subjeai- 
The  Author  begins  with  faying,   Pctge  3.    '  That  he  can't 

*  remember  one  bad  Parliament,  but  when  the  Eledors  were 

*  bribM,  orfalfe  Returns  made  by  Sheiiffs,  ^c.  Then  he  paun- 
ches out  ifito  a  mighty  Commendation  of  our  two  lad  Parlia- 
ments, as  if  the  Manner  of  their  being  eleded  was  entirely  for- 
got by  the  Freeholders,  to  whom  he  addrcffes  hirafelf,  and  were 
Witneffes  of  it. 

Certainly  what  pafs'd  at  the  laft  Eleftions  in  London^  is  too 
recent  to  be  alreaiiy  forgot:  The  honeft  Citizens  muft  needs  re- 
member, that  they  were  infulted  by  rafcally  Mobs,  as  they 
went  to  the  Hall,  affronted  when  they  came  to  Vote,  ajid.ia 
danger  of  being  murdcr'd  as  they  return'd,  whereas  oa  the 
other  Side,  fome  were  poU'd  double  or  treble,  fome  polfd  iA 
the  Name  of  tliofe  who  had  been  dead  feveral  Years,  and  others  la 
the  Name  of  abfent  Livery  Men  that  had  they  been  prefent,  would 
have  poird  the  contrary  Way ,  and  tho'  feveral  fuch  Frauds 
were  detefted  at  the  Books,  yet  no  redrefs  could  be  had.  It 
were  eafy  to  multiply  Inftanccs  of  this  Nature,  to  prove  that 
the  Freedom  ot  Eledions  was  iiivaded  all  over  the  Kingdom  ; 
but  it  ftiall  fuffice  at  prefent,  to  mention  only  the  Violence  pt* 
fer'd  to  Mr.  Polhill  and  hisFrietids  in  Kent,  and  to  Mr.  Ncal  and 
his  in  Coventry. 

As  to  Bribery,  the  vaft  Sums  employed  by  the  Staff,  with  fa 
little  Precaution  and  Secrecy  to  carry  Eledions,  is  what  out 
Author  could  not  but  know ;  fo  that  by  his  own  Teft,  he  un- 
warily condemns  the  two  laft  Parliaments,  white  he  fo  much 
applacds  them*

*  Parliament.  But  it  weree^fy  to  prove,  that  the  Whig  Pailia^ 
jnents  in  the  two  laft  Reigns,  maintained  the  Conftitution  in 
Church  and  Stat^,  mnch  better  than  the  Tory  Parliaments  ever 
did  :  1q  make  thi^  S^d,  we  need  only  loolc  into  their:  Votes 
and  Afts,  and  compare  them  together,  by  which  it  will  mani- 
feftly  appear,  That  during  the  Whig  Parliaments,  the  Peace  of 
theCharchwas  always  beft  preferv'd,  and  the  Dignity  pf  the 
Epifcopal  Office^  better  fupported  than  during  Tory  Parlia- 
ments, who  always  encouraged  the  High-Flyers  in  the  Lower 
Houfe  of  Convocation,  to  infult  the  Bilhops  in  the  Upper 
Houfe,  as  if  they  had  no  refpe^  to  their  Order,  nor  ow'd  them 
the  Icaft  Canonical  Obedience. 

The  Libeller  fays^   P^^e  6.    *  The  Eail  of  0— -<f  was  ti> 

*  blame  that  the  Peace  went  fo  heavily  on,  and  that  the  Trea- 

*  ty  of  Commerce  is  not  in  every  Circumftance  as  Advantagi- 

*  ous  as  might  h*ave  been  o6tain*d.  He  has  alfo  the  AiTurance 
to  add,  *  That  to  this  very  Peace  (even  as  that  Lord  has  puzzkd 
'  and  involved  it)  we  owe  His  Majefty's  fafc  and  undiftiub'd 

*  Acceflion  to  the  Throne ;    for  had  the  Queen  (fays  he)  dy'd 

*  during  the  War,  the  Succelhonmuft  have  beeii  difputed  Sword 

*  in  Hand,  and  a  civil  War  muft  have  rag'd  in  the  Bowels  of 

*  the  Kingdom. 

To  the  firft  Part  of  this  Paragraph  we  anfwer.  How  came  the 
Libellers  Party  to  concur  in  a  Peace  fo  puzzl'd  and  involv'd^ 
and  with  a  Treaty  of  Commerce  fo  difadvantagious  to  the  Na- 
tion ?  It  is  well  enough  known,  theE— —lofO i  cou*d 

neither  make  the  one  nor  the  other  without  them  y  fo  that  here 
cxar  Author  condemns  his  own  Patty,  but  contradictions  are  fo 
natural  to  the  Fadion,  that  they  are  not  afham'd  of  them. 

To  the  other  Fait  of  the  Paragraph  we  reply  thus.  That  when 
the  Treaty  of  Peace  was  open'd,  the  Frcwfi  King  had  not  one 
Man  of  War  at  Seaj  that  his  Armies  were  not  able  to  cover  his 
Provinces  oiFicardy  and  Chamfaigntyiiom  the  Incurfions  of  the 
Allies,  and  paying  them  Contributions  j  fo  that  he  was  far 
from  a  Condition  tofend  the  Pretender  hither,  with  an  Army 
able  to  fupport  him,  when  he  lay  under  the  difmal  Appreh^n- 
fions  of  feeing  the  Confederates  march  iiito  the  Heart  of  hia 
JCingdom  with  their  conquering  Tiu^jSi  as  he  pwfiM  in  his  Let-

But  what  does  our  Author  mean  by  the  CwU  War  he  talks  of? 
Who  niuft  have  rais'd  it?  He  can't  lure  have  the  Fxont  to  fay^ 
that  the  Whigs  wou'd  have  taken  Arms  againft  the  Pioteilaat 
Succcflbr  3  that  wou'd  have  been  as  contrary  to  their  own  Prin- 
ciples and  Intereft,  as  it  is  irreconcileable  with  the  Tranfports 
of  Joy  he  afcnbes  to  them  upon  his  Majeily's  Arrival,  It  le^ 
mains  then,  tliat  none  cou'd  be  capable  ot  laifing  this  QvU  War 
but  the  Torui  \  fo  that  by  this  Afiertion  our  Author  inadver- 
tently betrays  himfclf  and  his  Friends  \  but  his  Pafllon  and 
Fury  had  got  lb  much  the  Afcendant  while  he  writ  his  Libel, 
that  in  every  Page  he  difcovers  his  Want  of  Judgment,  Memory,

W^e  need  no  greater  Proof  of  this,  than  his  afcribmg  to  the 
Peace,  His  Majeity's  undifturb'd  Acccffion  to  the  Thr6ne  5  for 
had  not  the  Libeller  fervor  himfelf,  he  might  have  remember'd, 
that  His  Maj^iiy  opposed  the  Fa^ion's  Projed  of  Peace,  for  this 
very  Reafon  amon^  others,    *  That  the  Funch  King  woti'd  no 

*  fooner  fee  hisGrandfon  fettled  on  the  Throne  of  bf.^m,  but  he 

*  wou'd  alfo  endeavour  to  place  his  Creature  upon  the  Throne 

*  oi  Great  Britain,  zn^  accomplifh  it,    having  augmented   his 

*  PdwM  with  that  ot  Spam,  and  his  Riches  by  thcfe  of  the  Indies^ 

*  (Src,  as  may  be  feen  at  large  in  that  excellent  Memorial  deli- 
vered to  our  Court,  by  His  Majelly's  Minifter  the  Earon  dc 
Bothmer,  .  /-       ,  1 

That  it  did  not  fo  happen,  as  His  Ma3e{ty  did  reatonably  ap- 
prehend, immediately  after  the  Peace,  or  at  lead  at  Her  Ma- 
jefty's  Death,  is  intirely  owing  to  a  wonderful  and  unlook'd  for 
Providence,  attended  with  fuchCircumftances,  as  put  it  out  of 
the  Power  of  the  Fnneh  King  to  fead  over  the  Pretender  with 
an  armed  Force,  and  in  like  manner  put  it  out  of  the  Power 
of  the  Faaionto  raife  a  Civil  War  m  the  Kingdom,  unlefs  they 
bad  been  rcfolv'd  to  meet  their  own  Ruin  in  the  Profecution  of

Maiefty's  Promift  to  the  Addxeffes  of  both  Hcufcs  in  1 708.  upon 
th«  Hwa,  aiR4 ftgja  Hy  Speech  Df^fVihr  u,  nih  wherein  She

l^^ni  ^^^^^^'^  ^°"1'1  unite  with  Her  Confederates  in  the 
flndeft  Engagements,  tor  continuing  the  Alliance,  in  order  to 
render  the  general  Peace  fecme  and  lafting.  But  the  true  reafon 
ot  all  that  Oppofition  to  the  Proteftant  Succeffionras  weU  as  o" 
Kv^h.'rf  °V^^«^f'^«Miniftry  and  Parliament,  will  appear 
by  the  Copy  of  an  intecercepted  Letter  from  the  Eledor  of  Ba- 
varu'sMimfter  to  his  Maftcr,  dated  at  F^rfaiUe:,  0/18  1710

TheLtbelJer  makes  ufe  of  avillanous  Fraud  throughout  hi. 
Pamphlet,  by  calling  his  Faftion  the  Church-Party,  Ldfalfly 

WotlH  f '  ''  V'"''',  °^"'-'  ^^^g^  ^"^  ChurchmeH.tho  all  the 
World  knows  that  the  majority  of  our  Bilhops  are  Whigs,  and 
the  majority  of  the  Church  Laity,  the  likei  who,  tho' they  be 
agaxnft  perfecutrng  Diflenters,  are  zealous  for  the  Church  of 
£^^W  But  the  Libeller's  Defignin  this,  is  to  raife  a  Rebellion 
againft  his  Majefty^  by  mfinuating,  that  the  Church  Party  is 
fingled  out^asthe  Ohjeftof  hisMajefty's  Difpleafure,  and  that 

nf  fhfr^  °  J'^^'^-I-^'V?'  "=  8^^^"  ^^^y  ^'''^"»  the  Members 
of  the  Church,  and  difpos'd  of  to  others  ;  tho'  we  defy  the  L  - 
beller  to  gfve  an  Inftance  of  any  one  Diffenter  who  enjoys  a 
Poft  from  which  he  is  excluded  by  Law.  ' 

Thofe  who  know  his  Majefty,  affurc  me,  he  is  fo  far  from- 
having  the  leaft  Enmity  to  the  Church,  that  he  favours  even  the 
itie  moderate  Tories,  as  much  as  he  does  the  Whigs,  This  is 
aKo  evident  from  the  great  number  of  the  Latter  continued  in 
eminent  Ports,  as  well  as  from  the  Offers  of  great  Employment, 
to  feveral  Gentlemen  of  that  Denomination,  who  thought  fit 
to  rtfufe  them.  &■-"<. 

But  as  to  the  chief  Pofts  in  the  Adminiftration,  it  would  have 
been  contrary  to  all  manner  of  Prudence  and  good  Senfe.  to 
have  intrufted  them  in  the  Hands  of  fach  Peifons  as  had  fo 
niucli  abufcd  their  Power,  who  had  violated  the  Publick  Faith, 
abandoned  their  Allies^acrificed  their  Religion  and  their  Coun' 
try  to  Frmce,  paved  the  Way  for  the  Pretender,  ruined  the  Trade 
ot  the  Nation,  and  confented,  by  a  fecret  Article,  that  as  an 
Equivalent  tor  Dunkirk,  France  fhould  have  a  greater,  a  more 
late,  and  a  more  commodious  Harbour  at  Mardyke. 

His  Majefty  would  very  ill  have  anfwer'd  what  the  Nation 
had  reafon  to  expefl  from  his  Prudence,  if  contemning  his  true 
Friands,  and  thofe  who  fecur'd  his  Succeffion,  he  fliould  have 
deliver  d  Himfelf  and  the  Government  of  his  Kingdoms  into  the 
Hands  ot  fuch  Minifters  as  are  become  the  Horror  and  Contempt 
ot  all  true  Bntons,  and  of  all  honeft  Men  every  where  elfe. 

This  being  once  laid  as  a  Foundation,  that  his  Majefty  could 
not  in  Honour  continue  fuchaMiniftry  »s  the  laft,  'tis  ti« 
greater  Abfurdity  to  fuppofe  that  he  ihoul4  have  cbntinued  a

Parliament,  upon  which  they  had  fo  much  Influence.  To  have 
done  fo  wou'd  have  becu  the  ready  way  to  [^ut  all  in  Coniufion, 
but  that's  what  the  Libeller  wanted,  and  wou'd  ftili  hope  tor, 
bepaufe  the  Jacobites  have  no  other  Game  to  play. 

His  Jacobitifm  gets  fo  far  the  better  of  his  Judgment  and 
Memory,  that  forgetting  the  Incenfc  he  had  jufl  ofFer'd  to  the 
laft  Houfeof  Commons,  he  feemsto  Tax  them  with  Prodigality- 
in  the  next  Paragraph,  for  having  contmu'd  to  his  Majefty 
(whofe  Son  the  Prince  is  marry'd,  and  a  Father  of  4  Children) 
the  fame  Civil  Lift  the  late  Qiieen  had  for  beriingle  Peifon.  Nor 
docs  he  at  the  famit  time  confider  that  the  Civil  Lilt  of  700000!. 
which  was  given  to  the  Queen,  is  now  fall'n  to  about  S  joooo  1. 
the  Funds  upon  which 'twas  fettled  yielding  no  more. 

Our  Author  tells  us,  Page  9,  That  his  Majcfty  does  not  feem 
to  be  the  King  of  the  Tories,  but  the  King  of  th«  Whigs,  becaufe 
the  latter  have  all  the  Pofts.  Is  not  this  jplainly  to  fay,  that  the 
Tories  will  own  no  Body  for  King,  but  him  that  gives  them  Em- 
ployment^nor  is  this  the  Language  of  our  Author  alone,but  of  all 
the  Hot-heads  of  his  Party.  Thofe  Gentlemen  who  did  fo 
much  preach  up  Pafiive-Obediencc,  when  they  had  full  Power 
in  their  Hands  topeifecute  the  Whigs  and  Diffenters,  have  now 
forgot  all  thofe  fine  Principles,  upon  which  they  valued  them- 
felvesfo  much  in  their  Addreffes,  and  becaufe  they  are  deprived 
of  the  Power  to  peifecute  their  Fellow  Subjefts,  and  deliver  up 
their  Country  to  France  and  the  Pretender  :  They  fomeat  Sedi- 
tions and  T\imults  on  all  Hands,  againft  their  Lawful  Sovereign,, 
direaiy  attack  his  Royal  Perfon  and  Family,  by  Villanous 
Libels,  and  fpread  Thoufands  of  Calumnies  againft  the  King,  to 
poyfon  the  Minds  of  the  People,  and  alienate  their  Afteitions 
from  his  Majefty. 

Our  Author  infifts  upon  the  Jcry^whtch  the  Tories  exprefe'd  up- 
on the  King's  Accefiion  to  the  Throne,  and  his  fafe  Arrival  in 
England,  and  wou'd  fain  heighten  their  Merit  upon  it,  but  fure 
there  was  nothing  extraordinary  in  that,  for  all  thofe  Tories 
who  love  their  Country,  their  Religion,  and  Laws  (and  fuch 
without  doubt  are  the  greateft  Number  of  that  Denomination) 
cou'd  not  fail  to  be  zealous  for  the  Proteftant  Succeffion,  and  to 
teftify  their  Satisfadion  to  fee  his  Majefty  peaceably  pofftfs'd 
of  the  Throne.  On  the  other  Hand,  his  Majeftji-ha?  fufficiently 
difcover'd  his  Intentions  that  they  fliou'd  reap  all  the-Advanta- 
ges  which  they  have  Reafon  to  cxped  from  their  dutiful  Beha- 
viour towards  him. 

But  out  Author  wou'd  fain  engage  thofe  moderate  Tories,  in 
the  fame  Bottom  with  a  few  Miniftcrs,  that  have  loft  all  Repu- 
tation, and  to  believe  that  the  Church  and  State  are  to  be  over- 
tuin'd;  becaufe  fomc  Pcrfons  who  brought  them,  both  to  the

BrinTc  of  Ruin,  are  not  continued  in  thsit  Employments :    But,  ' 

TheKingj  in  that  Re(pe6t,  has  only  follow'd  the  Plan  which  the 
Queen  laid  down,  'lis  known  to  the  World,  that  thofe 
Wretcl^es  who  Affed  to  (hew  a  falfe  Zeal  for  the  Memory  of 
that  Illiiftrious  Princefs,  did  haftea  her  Death,  by  the  conti- 
nual Vexations  which  their  Divifions  gave  her,  and  after  having 
render'd  her  Life  a  Burden  to  her,  contributed  to  fliorlen  the 
Ccurfe  of  it.  Is  it  not  known  that  thofe  Men,  without  any  Rc- 
f^ard  to  that  danj^erous  State  of  Health  which  the  Queen  was  re- 
duc'd  to  by  her  trequer.t  Indifpofitions,  without  any  Senfe  of 
the  Favoxiis  fhe  had  heap  d  upon  them,  arid  without  any  Shame 
for  having  engag'd  her  in  a  Peace fo unworthy  the  great  Succefs 
with  which  God  had  been  pleas'd  to  blefs  her  Arms,  did  perfeftly* 
break  her  Heart  by  tiieir  continual  Quarrels  and  Complaints 
againil  one  another  ?  She  was  fo  tired  out  with  ihem,  that  to 
<Jeliver  hcrfclf  from  the  Hands  of  thofe  People,  (he  took  the 
White  Staff  from  one  of  them,  and  wouM  have  alfo  turn'd  out 
the  reft,  had  not  her  Death  prevented  it.  So  that  the  King,  by 
leaving  the  l\tt  Lord-Treafurcr  in  Oblivion  and  Obfcurity,* 
leaves  him  only  in  the  fame  Condition  whtre  the  Queen  had  put 
him,  and  f where  we  may  juftly  fay,  {he  found  him  9  and  by 
turning  fome  others  out  of  Employment,  his  Majeftyhas  only 
done  what  the  late  Qaeca  would  hav^e  done,  had  God  prefcrv'd 
hex  a  little  longer. 

The  Libeller  in  that  fame  Page,  gives  a  inzghty  Charafler  of 
the  Duke  of  Ormond,  which  no  Body  controverts  with  him; 
but  he  advances  a  great  Faifho 3d  when  he  fays,  the  Dnke  wis 
tutnM  out  of  his  Poft  only  for  obeying  the  Queen,  and  drawing 
off  the  Englifh  Troops  from  thofe  of  the  Confederates.  No* 
Body  can  charge  the  King  with  miking  the  Duke's  Ob«dience  . 
to  the  Queen  a  Grime  ;  but  tho'  the  Duke  had  never  retir'd  from 
the  Confederate  Army  with  the  Englifh  Troops,  his  Majefty 
•wou'dhave  been  oblig'd  to  dojufliceto  the  great  QuaiiticiS  and 
«m!aent  Services  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough.  This  is  what  all 
Slurope  expe^ed,  andwasabfolutrly  Neceffiry,to  reilote  a  Con- 
fidence betwixt  us  and  our  Allies,  who  had  been  ruia'd  by  the 
late  Minif^ry. 

All  Mankind  was  forry  that  a  Pcrfon  of  the  Duke'a  Honour 
fhou'd  have  been  exposed  to  fo  fevcre  a  Tryal,  and  'tis  very  well 
known  he  dixl  not  expeft  \t.  The  Miniftry  at  firft  talk'd  of  no- 
thing but  continuing  the  War  with  Vigour  5  and  the  Party  aak'd 
v/hy  we  ifaight  nc>t  expeft  the  fame  Succefs  under  this  new  Gene- 
ral, as  under  the  former,  finc«  we  had  the  fame  Troops,  and  the 
fame  Allies  ?  Nor  is  there  any  doubt  but  the  Dake  of  Ormond 
vou'd  fully  have  anfwsrM  the  Hopes  that  wereconceivMof  him., 
aad  th«  Aflkrancca  wliich  he  had  given  oif  his  good  latention?  as  • 

he 
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he  pafs'd  through  the  Hagucy  had  not  his  Hands  been  ty'dby  the 
Orders  afterwards  (ent  him,  and  of  which  the  Court  of  Francs 
was  iuform*d  much  fooncr  than  he,  for  they  complain'd  to  the 
Queen's  Minifters,  that,  contiary  to  the  Promifes  made  them  in 
that  Refped,  the  Duke  of  0) wom^Z  had  pafs'd  the  Scheldt  and 
what  is  a  fufficient  Proof,  that  the  Qtieen's  Minilhy  did  not  en- 
tirely rely  on  the  Duke,they  order'd  their  greatContident  to  go  tor 
the  Army,  that  he  might  prefide  in  that  worthy  Action  of  w?lth- 
drawing  the  Englijh  Troops,  and  abandoning  the  Confederates. 

The  Libeller  Murmurs,  Page^^  againft  his  beloved  Houfe  of 
Commons,  for  Voting  the  Hanover  Troops  their  Arrears,  to  the 
Day  that  they  feparated  from  the  Duke  ofOrmond.  And  to  this 
reparation  he  gives  the  honourable  Title  of  Dcfeition.  So  angry 
is  he  ftill  with  the  German  Troops,  who  by  continuing  to  make 
Head  againft  the  Common  Enemy,  prevented  his  giving  a  mortal 
Blow  to  the  Confederates,  and  becoming  fo  far  Arbiter  of  Eu- 
rope, as  to  impofe  a  King  u^on^Great-Britam^  which  was  the 
pleafmg  Hopes  of  our  Libeller  and  his  Friends.  After  all,  is 
not  that  a  fine  Pretext  to  refufe  their  Arrears,that  Foreign  Troof^s 
engag'd  in  the  Queen's  Service,  by  a  Treaty,  which  bore  exprefly 
that  they  were  to  a6V  againft  France  ;  that  Troops  belonging  to  a 
Prince,  a  Member  of  the  Empire,  and  bound  by  the  moft  folemn 
Treaties  with  the  Emperor,  to  a6t  againft  that  Crown,  fhould^ 
without  Order  ot  their  Matter,  and  altogether  without  his 
Knowledge,  break  through  all  thofe  Engagements,  'and  by  ceaf- 
ing  to  aft  againft  tlie  common  Eneray,  deliver  into  his  Hands 
the  Troops  of  the  Emperor  and  th^  Dutch?  Is  it  not  with  a 
good  Grace-then,  that  thofe  Troop j  are  branded  as  Deferters, 
becaufe  they  refus'd  to  be  guilty  of  fo  bafe  an  Action  ? 

The  Libeller  fpends  his  loth  Page,  in  pi4:iiul  Lamentations 
for  the  Changes  made,  in  favour  of  the  Whigs,  yet  finds  himfelf 
obliged  to  confefs  that  fome  Tories  are  continu'd  in  Pofts  ;  but 
thefe  be  reprefcnts  as  W^eathercocksy  who  turn  with  every  Wind^^ 
or  fvch  as  wont  go  that  Length  the  Court  experts.  Tis  very  much 
thatfuch  a  Confeffion  ftiou'd  come  from  a  Mouth  fo  aecuftom'd 
to  Falfhoods^  for  here  the  Man  does  not  dilTemble,  that  l?ad 
the  King  employ'd  none  but  thofe  of  the  Fattion  for  whom  he 
wrote  his  Libel,  he  wou'd  have  had  nothing  to  fay  againft  his 
Majefty.  Formerly,  in  the  like  Cafe,  I  mean  when  the  late  Mi- 
niftry  began  their  Adminiftratioti/and  that  fo  many  fudden  and 
unexpefted  Changes  were  made,  and  that  alfp  contrary  to  Prom i/s 
to  our  Confederates :  Thofe  People  cry'd  out>  What  \  has  vot  the 
Queen  the  Privilege  0/  every  private  Perf on,  to  chu{^e  rfhat  Ser^ 
vants  fhe  pleafes  ?  Will  they  cramp  the  Prerogative  ?  Has  not 
the  ^een  the  Liberty  to  chufe  ?  Wou^d  they  pefcr'ihe  to  her 
whom  flie  jnujl  Employ  ?  Yet  the  Matter  in  Hand  then  was  no 
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Icfs  than  the  turning  out  a  Loid-Trcafurer,  a  Miniftrjr  and  a 
General,  who  had  advanced  the  EngUfh  Name  and  Arms  to  the 
higheft  Degree  of  Gloty  and  Reputation ^  but  now  when  Men 
are  turn'd  out  of  Employment,  who  had  facrific'd  the  Honour 
and  Trade  of  the  Nation,  proftituted  the  publick  Faith,  and 
hadnothingin  View  but  the  aggrandizing  of  Frjwtc  :  This  Au- 
thor crys  out,  as  if  all  were  loft,  and  he  wouM  make  thefe  Mens 
Caufe,  the  Caufe  of  that  very  Church  which  they  wou'd  have  de- 
liver'd  up  to  Popery,  if  Providence  had  not  depriv'd  them  of  the 
Means. 

TJiofe  Gentlemen  muft  certainly  think  we  have  forgot  the 
unheard  ot  manner,  in  which  feveral  Captains  of  the  Guards 
and  other  Officers  had  their  Comrarffions  taken  from  them  the 
clofe  of  the  laft  Reign  ;  and  that  there  was  a  Plan  form'd  to  pur- 
fue  the  fame  Method  throughout  the  Arnay,  as  far  as  it  wou'd 
go,  or  they  mud  fancy  that  the  lad  Miniftry  had  a  Right  to  do 
what  they  wouM,  but  that  it  is  unpardonable  in  this  Miniftry 
to  do  any  thing  at  all. 

The  Inftance  of  the  Archbifliop  of  Armagh  is  brought,  P.  ii. 
as  a  Proof  of  the  Injuftrce,  which  the  Libeller  charges  upon  the 
King  in  plain  Terms  without  any  Turn  to  foften  it ;  but  as  to 
the  Complaint  it  fclf ,  every  one  knows,  that  the  Archbilh«p  of 
Tumn  being  incapable  to  ad  becaufe  of  his  Indifpofitioii,  and 
the  z  other  Lords  Juftices  of  Ivelandy  the  Primate  and  the 
Chancellor  having  refus'd  to  obey  the  Orders  of  the  Lords  Re- 
gents of  Grcat-Briiain^  with  Relation  to  the  Difputes  about  the 
Ekftion  of  a  Lord  Mayor  and  Sheriffs  of  Dnhlin,  and  having 
endeavoured  to  raife  new  Troubles  on  that  Head,  inftead  of 
allaying  the  old  ones,  the  Lords  Regents  found  themfelves  ob- 
li^'d  to  iffue  a  «ew  Commiffion,  and  to  put  in  the  Archlsifhop 
of  BuhUn  and  the  Earl  of  KUdarey  inftead  of  the  Primate  and  Sir 
Confiantine  Phipps.  This  is  wh'^t  occafions  our  Libeller's  Excla- 
** matrons  againft  his  Majefty,  who  was  then  in  Holland.  As  to  his 
Witticifm,  ibatferhiips  one  Dny  we(hai  fa  Mr,  Moltiy/jotlh  made 
Primate  of  htldLndy  'tis  a  poor  piece  of  infipid  Railery,  which 
refleas  Difgrace  upon  its  Author. 

In  page  izand  15,  there's  an  Inftance  of  Sincerity,  which  is 
a  very  fcarce  Commodity  with  our   Libeller,  he  fays,    '  Sup- 

*  pofing  for  once  the  Whigs  and  the  Tories  to  be  equal, that  they 
^  have  the  fame  Zeal  for  the  Conftitution,  and  the  fame  Ga- 

*  pacity  for  Employments,  it  wow'd  not  however  be  juft  to  bc- 

*  (low  all  the  Favours  on  one  Side.  After  this  he  attempts  to 
fliew  how  much  the  Tories  have  the  Advantage  of  the  Whigs 
in  all  thofe  Refpefts,  and  he  offers  at  a  Parallel  betwixt  the 
Chancellors,  th€  Generals,  and  the  Siecretaries  of  State  on  both 
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Sides ;  but  when  he  (hoji'd  come  to  particulars,  and  prove  what 
he  had  forafhly  afErra'd,  his  Courage  fails  him.  He  quits  the 
Field,  retires  to  his  Bogs,  and  fays,  he  wouM  not  have  the 
Whigs  to  think  that  he. is  ere6ting  an  Inquifition  into  their 
Liv«s  and  Charatlers,  Yet  thofe  who  read  his  Libel  will  never 
luppofe  he  had  any  Mind  to  fpare  the  Whigs,  but  clearly  per- 
ceive that  he  avoids  coming  to  the  Parallel  for  Fear  of  expofing 
himfelf  to  publick  Laughter. 

He  thinks  to  fave  his  Credit  by  magnifying  the  difiinterefted- 

nefs  of  Mr.  B j,  and  Sir  T /  H er.    He  coa- 

feffes  that  confiderable  Employments  were  ofFer'd  them*  This, 
by  the  way,  )u{lifies  the  King  from  what  the  Libeller  had  feve- 
ral  times  charged  him  with,  i;iz.  That  his  Majefty  wou'd  em- 
ploy no  Tory.  His  Majefty  is  certainly  very  much  to  be  pity'dj 
it  he  offers  no  Employment  to  Tories,  then  they  accufe  him 
of  Partiality  and  Injuftice,  and  if  he  do  offer  them,  then  they 
commend  thofe  Gentlemen   who  refufe  them.    *Tis  very    well 

known,  however,  that  Mr.  £ ly  woud  very  willingly  hav& 

kept  his  Poft,  oouM  he  have  had  it  for  Lite,  and  what  fort  of 
diflntereftednefs  that  is,  let  any  Man  judge. 

Sir  r— —  H^^e/fi  Merit  is  too  well  known  to  need  this 
Man*s  Atteftation.  That  Gentleman's  Sentiments  about  the 
Treaty  of  Commerce  have  been  made  publick  enough  to  put 
thofe  to  the  Blufh,  who  formM  that  Treaty  with  an  equal 
Mixture  of  Ignorance  and  Malice.  The  offer  of  a  confiderable 
Poft  fhews  the  Efteem  which  the  King  has  for  that  Gentleman, 
and  he  has  the  Honour  of  fuch  frequent  Accefsto  the  King,  as 
makes  him  an  unexceptionable  Witnefs  to  the  Falfliood  of  thofe 
Calumnies  which  this  Libeller  publiflies  againtt  his  Majefty, 
and  particularly  that  when  Places  were  offer' d  to  Sit  Thomas 
and  fome  others,  it  was  upon  certain  Conditions,  for  they 
'know  very  well  that  there  was  not  one  Word  of  Conditions 
mentioned  to  them. 

This  Author  has  alfo  the  boldnefs  to  aflirm,  that  the  Sallary 
of  ^ooo  L  fer  Jmu  annex'd  to  the  Employnient,  had  prevail'd 
with  Sir  R d  0 —w  to  accept  it.  Yet  he  can't  be  Ig- 
norant that  that  Gentleman  contents  himfelf  with  one  Half 
on't,  tho'  the  late  Treafurei  had  the  whole  when  he  was  in  that 
Port.  We  can  alfo  tell  him  of  a  firft  Commiffioner  of  the 
Admiralty,  and  of  a  Secretary  of  War  who  (hew'd  the  like 
Moderation.  Let  him,  if  he  can  produce  fuch  Inftances  of 
difintcreftednefs  among  thofc  of  his  Party,  who  have  had  the 
fame  Employments. 
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^AC  LibcUet  having  come  off  but  very  forrily  in  his  Parallel 
betwixt  the  Leaders  of  the  Parties  ^  he  attempts  a  Comparifon, 
fag.  14.  betwixt  their  Principles  and  Views,  in  which  he  comes 
off  a  great  deal  worfe.  He  begins  with  affuring  us,  that  the 
Tories  are  Rot  Jacobites.  But  that  is  going  off  irom  the  Quef- 
tion.  We  have  already  faid,  that  we  never  accused  the  whgle 
Party  as  Jacobites,  but  have  own*d  that  the  greateft  number  of 
them  were  always  for  the  Proteftant  Succeflion.  So  that  the 
Charge  which  our  Author  mentions,  falls  only  upon  a  fmall 
number  of  People,  whofe  Affedion  to  the  Pretender  is  known  to 
the  Nation,  and  to  all  Zurope,  and  publifli'd  by  the  Pretender 
himfelE  '  , 

Oar  Author,  by  way  of  Recrimination,  charges  the  Whigs 
with  a  Defign  to  embark  the  Nation  in  a  new  War,  from  this 
ridiculous  Motive,  Th&t  their  new  King  may  make  a  Figure  in 
Europe,  On  this  Occafiofi,  he  infifts  upon  the  Debts  of  the 
Nation  ;  but  there  was  no  need  of  his  reprefenting  to  us  the 
Difficulties  with  which  a  new  War  muft  be  attended.  No  body 
is  ignorant  of  what  the  laft  Miniftry  did  to  make  it  impradica- 
ble,  by  ruining  our  Credit  and  Trade,  and  breaking  all  Confi- 
dence betwixt  us  and  out  Alllies. 

Does  our  Author  think  to  perfwadg  our  Freeholders,  that  in 
fuch  Circumflanccs  as  thefe,  the  Whigs,  who  are  perfe611y  ac- 
quainted v/ith  the  Difpofition  of  the  People,  could  think  of  be- 
?ini:iiig  a  new  War  upon  vain  Pretexts,  aud  without  a  Necef- 
f?tv.  The  Libellet  is  fo  kind  as  to  allow  the  Whigs  a  Share  of 
common  Senfe,  and  to  confefs,  that  they  undtfiftand  their  In- 
tercft.  Is  it  pofTible  then  that  they  fhould  form  fuch  a  Proje^ 
as  this,  which  would  be  the  ready  way  to  play  the  Game  into 
their  Eqemies  Hands,  and  furnifh  them  with  an  Opi^oitunity  to 
overturn  them. 

Tis  certain,  that  every  one  delites  the  continuance  of  the 
Peace,  and  wifhes  we  may  long  enjoy  it ;  and  it  is  as  certain, 
that  no  body  has  fo  much  reafon  to  wi(h  the  continuance  of  it , 
as  the  Miniftry  ;  for  none  would  rifque  fo  much  as  theyi  by  en- 
tring  into  a  new  War. 

The  Libeller  makes  a  very  imjiertinentDigrefnon  upon  themi- 
ferable  Condition  into  which  the  Cznr^  the  King  of  Poland^  and 
the  King  of  FtiWce  have  brought  their  Subjedj ;  by  which  he 
would  raaliciouily  perfwade  the  Nation,  that  hisMajefly  defigns 
to  bring  us  into  the  like  miferable  State,  and  that  we  ihould 
have  been  more  Happy  under  the  Pretender. 

He  afFeds  to  infult  the  poor  French  Slaves  who  admire  their 
King  :  But  to  the  great  Misfortune  of  the  Libeller,  thofe  who 
laugh  are  not  of  hi$  Side  j  for  if  he  plcafe*  to  take  a  Turn  to 
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Wis,  he  may  find,  that  the  French  are  not  always  taken  up  in 
:ommending  their  King  i  but  that  they  have  ftill  Time  and 
3ood-HuBiour  enough,  to  laugh  at  thofe  able  £nn/;  Minifleis 
jvho  have  crown'd  aconunued  Train  ot  Vidories  and  Conquefts, 
by  fo  diflionourable  a  Peace  ;  who  have  been  out-witted  by  the 
4e7ich  in  all  their  Negociations,  and  difcover  d  the  g^roffell  Ig^ 
norance  of  their  Trade,  and  the  Intereft  ot  their  Country,  not 
to  fay  any  thing  of  the  iihiftrious  Titles  of  mercenary  wretches, 
and  Pcnfioners  to  Louu  k  Grand,  which  the  Fyench  add  to  the 
Catalogues  of  the  noble  Qualities  that  adorn  this  Libellers  He- 

The  pretended  Augmentation  of  Troops  in  the  Eledorate  of 
Hanover,  which  never  bad  any  Foundation  but  m  the  the  Idea  of 
fome  News  Writers  devoted  to  the  Faaion,  deferv'd  very  well  to 
be  pablifti'd  by  an  Author  with  whom  the  grolTeft  Lies  are  fo 
common,  that  one  wou'd  think  he  has  enough  ot  his  own,  not 
to  charge  himfelf  with  the  Lies  of  others.  Troops  are  alfo  encreas'd 
here  in  England,  fays  he,  i^.  18.  hy  fecret  cmd  wfenfihk  Degrees, 
fince  his  Mnjejly's  Arrival.  This  is  a  new  way  of  raiUng  Troops,  fo 
that  now  we  need  notdefpair  but  this  able  Author  will  alfo  find  a 
way  to  take  Towns,  and  win  Battles,  by  fecret  and  viienjible Methods. 
After  this  we  may  allow  him  at  pleafure  to  infult  the  Duke  of 
Marlhorow,  whofe  Vidories  made  fo  much  Noifc,  and  wete  fo 
fenfiblv  felt  by  France.  But  let  us  read  on  a  few  Lines,  Upon 
whom  "do  you  thmk  all  thofe  terrible  Preparations  of  the  Whigs 
are  to  fall  ^  Upon  France  ?  No,  by  no  means.  'Tis  upon  the 
iXDor  Church  ot  Englmdl  What  then  is  (he  to  be  dragoon'd  ?  No 
not  at  all.  The  Whigs  mil  neither  hi\ng  nor  hirn  Any  Body,  fays

It  mud  be  confeft,  that  ure  look'4  fojr  no  fuch  Difcovery  as 
this,  Thofe  Panick  Terrors  of  the  Church's  Danger,  and  the  A- 
larms  which  our  Author  endeavours  to  raife  among  us  upon  that 
Account,  might  perhaps  have  made  an  impreffion  upon  fome  Ig- 
norant  People,  dMnn%Sacheverers  Tryal  5  but  to  think  ot  put- 
ting fuch  things  upon  a  Nation  which  is  taken  up  with  giving 
Thanks  to  God  for  delivering  her  from  Popery  and  the  Preten- 
der, and  eftablifhing  upon  the  Throne  a  Proteftant  Prince  whom 
he  has  blefsM  with  a  numerous  Poiterity,  is  certainly  to  fpend 
ones  Time  very  idely,  and  the  Abolition  of  Bifhops,  Priefls  and 
Deacons,  by  an  Aft  of  Parliament,  which  this  Libeller  wou'd

ever  fay,  that  the  Body  of  Chrift  remains  in  the  confecrated 
iBread  after  the  Adion,  or  that  the  faid  Bread  is  Cbr^fl  in  Suhjbance. 
as  this  Man  falfly  affcrts. 

This  Author  lays  it  down  as  Fad,  that  the  Princefs  of  Wales 
is  a  rigid  Cnlvinijly  or  Preshyurinn  ;  tho'  there's  fcarce  a  School- 
boy but  knows  her  Royal  Bighnefs  to  Le  Sifter  to  the  Margrave 
of  Anfpch^  and  was  bred  a  Luther m  as  well  as  he.  The  Libeller 
fliou'd  have  confulted  the  famous  Bifhop  of  i)ny?o/ upon  this  Ar- 
ticle, but  it  feems  he  has  ho  Converfition  with  fuch  wife  and 
moderate  Clergy-men,  as  are  the  Honour  of  our  Church. 

He  adds,  That  the  Princefs  has  hitherto  refus'd  to  receive  th^ 
Sacrament  according  to  the  Inflitution  of  the  Church  of  England^ 
tho'  She  had  adually  received  it  fo  at  St.  James\  Chappcl  in 
in  every  one's  View,  feveral  Weeks  before  this  Libel  was  pub- 
lifh'd,  as  might  have  been  feen  in  mod  of  our  printed  News 
Papers.  He  paffes  v:?ver  in  filence  the  Princefs's  daily  Atten- 
dance at  Commun-Prayery  and  that  both  the  King  and  the  Prince 
have  received  the  Sacrament  according  to  Church  of  England. 
Yet  this  Author  does  the  King  the  Honour  to  t^Ji  us,  That  if 
the  aboliihing  theConftitution  of  the  Church  of  E7igland  comes 
to  be  proposed  to  him,  His  Majefty  will  be  ready  at  on^e  to 
break  His  Coronation  Oath.  Was  ever  a  Prince  fo  unworthily 
treated,  who  never  yet  broke  the  lead  of  his  Promifes,  as  to  be 
cbarg'd  with  a  Defign  to  overturn  a  Church  of  which  He  is  the 
Head,  and  which   he  has  fo  foiemnly  fworn  to  maintain  and

Where  lies  the  Senfe  of  our  Libeller^s  talking  thus  ?  If  the 
Proteftant  Succeffor  muft  be  look'd  upon  as  the  declared  Enemy 
of  our  Church  ;  and  if  Luther  a7iifm  be  no  better  than  Popery  ^  how 
comes  this  Author  to  make  it  fo  great  a  Merit  in  his  Friends, 
that  they  ihew'd  fo  much  Zeal  for  the  Hanover  Succeffion,  that 
their  ParliauncRts  took  fo  much  Care  to  eftabliih  it,  and  that 
the  Tories  made  fuch  Acclamations  upon  His  Majefty 's  Arrival? 
Do  thofc  People  defetve  Thanks  who  fecurM  the  Succeffion  to  ant 
Enemy  of  the  Church,  and  have  fet  fuch  a  dangerous  Monfter, 
as  the  Libeller  reprefents  Luther anifm^  upon  the  ThroBC  ?  Caii 
any  one  believe  that  this  Author  and  his  Friends,  did  not  know 
what  that  Religion  was,  before  the  Ariival  of  Uii  Majefty  > 
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Yes,  certainly  they  did  ;  but  then  they  flaker'd  themfelves,  the 
HisMajefty  wou  dfufFer  them  to  continue  in  their  Employment* 
and  if  be  had,  we  may  affurc  our  felves  they  wou*d  have  launch' 
out  into  a   Commendation    of  Lutheramfm,    and  boafted  of  it 
Contormity  with  the  Church  oi England.    But  now  that  the  Li 
beller's  Friends  are  removed  from  their  Pofts,  the  Ljitlman^tli 
gion  becomes  all  on  a  fudden  as  formidable  as  Vomy,    and  th 
Protefknt  Succeffor  as  dangerous  to  the  JNation  as  the  Pretender 
It  thofe  Gentlemen  were  only   guilty  of  loofe  Morals  tha; 
blemifli  their  Condua,  and  of  indulging  themfelves  in  fuch  Ex- 
ceiles  as  make  tht^ir  Lives  fcandalous,  we  might,   out  of  Pity 
draw  a  Veil  over  it ,  but  no  Man  can  have  Patience  to  fee  Peo- 
ple who  have  no  Rehgion,  endeavour  to  concern  the  Chuich  it 
the  juft  Contempt  which  we  have  for  them,  and  [to  make  theii 
particular  Caufe,  that  of  the  Church   of  England.    That  Church 
tam'd  for  fo  many  great  Men,  and  fo  many  worthy  Prelates  as 
fhehas  produced  ,  fo  Venerable fbr  the  Purity  of  herDodrine 
Difcipiine  and  Worfhip,  is  no  lefs  famous  for  the  Extent  ot 
her  Chanty.     She  has  neglefted  nothing  for  procuring  an  Union 
among  Proteflants  ,nor  for  the  Converfion  of  Infidels,    The  So- 
ciety efkbliih'd  by  the  late  King  ^i//i^w  for  the  Propagation  of 
m  Faith,  has  laboured  m  it  with  indefatigable  Diligence      The 
Church  of  England  has  given  vaft  Supplys  of  Charity  to  Protef. 
tants  ot  other  Communions,    who   being  perfecuted  for  their 
Kehgion,  took  Sanftuary  under  the  Shadow  of  her  Wings    The 
Jate  Qiieen,  of  glorious  Memory,  did  fignalizse  heifelf  in  that 
lefpea  (whatever  her   late  Minifters  did)   through   the   whole 
courfe  ot  her  Reign  ;   and   her  iaft  pious  Cares  were  ufefully 
employed  in  delivering  from  the  Galleys  faithful  Confeffors  for 
the  Truth. 

But  here's  a  few  Wretches,  mod  unworthy  Members  of  that 
Church  ot  which  they  pretend  to   be  the  moil  zealous  Cham- 
pions,  who  make  ufe  of  her  as  a  Pretext  to  their  own  Ambition 
and  Revenge,  and  would  infpire  her   with  the  fame   Spirit  of 
Perfecution  which  poffefs'd  themfelvee  while  they  were  in  Power 
They  would  tain  perfwade  the  Church  to   look  upon  Proteftants 
ot  other  Communions,  as  (he  does  upon  Papifts,  and  endeavour 
todefpoil  her  of  that  Spirit  of  Charity,   without  which  there 
can  be  po  Chriftianity.    Thefe  are  the  People  who  call  them^ 
lelves  ChurcJmen  by  way  of  Eminence,  and  who  indeed  defeive 
the  Name,  if  Cruelty,  Fury,  and  implacable  Hatred,  be  fufEcient 
Qualities  to  entitle  them  to  it. 

The  Libellers,  ic,  zz,  and  2^  Pages,  are  an  ill-contrivM  Ro- 
mance, of  a  Defign  which  he  would  charge  upon  the  King,  to 
aboliOx  all  the  Limitation^  inferted  in  the  A^  ofSucceffion; 

and 
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and  of  fuppos'd  Promifes  which  theWhigs  have  made  to  the  King 
on  that  Account.  Here,  with  his  ufual  Impudence,  he  forms 
vifionary  Arguments  upon  fuppofed  Matters  of  Fad,  which  be  ^ 
ing  evidently  falfc,  deiiroy  all  his  Reafonings  at  once.  Hcfeems 
to  dread  above  ail  thinj^s  the  admitting  of  Strangers  into  Piib- 
lick  Employments.  But  who  told  hini,  that  ever  the  King 
thought  of  fettling  any  of  his  Foreign  Siibjeds  in  Greot- Britain  ^ 
Has  he  not  Polls  enough  for  them,  as  Elector  of  Hanover y  and 
are  not  all  Pofts  here  of  any  Coniideration,  already  given  to 
EngUJh  men  ?  Ha  publifhes,  without  Shame,  1  hat  the  Baron  </c 
BotJmer  is  made  Privy-Purfe,  and  he  charges  the  King  with 
having  given  him  that  Poft,  that  he  may  with  th<i  greater  Secre^ 
cy  convey  Money  to  Germany,  Tho*  every  petty  Clerk  in  the 
Treafury  knows,  that  his  Majefty  has  not  yet  eftablifh'd  any 
Privy- Purfe,  nor  received  one  Guinea  upon  that  Head.  His 
Majefty  is  fo  far  from  fending  any  Money  from  England  to 
Hanover^  that  every  one  about  Him  knows,  Pie  has  feut  for 
Money  from  Hanover  to  fubfift  the  Germans  whe  had  the  Honour 
to  attend  him  hither,  and  that  the  Baron  de  Bothmer  himfelf 
(as  well  as  the  other  German  Miuifters  and  Gentlemen  here)  re- 
ceives his  Money  from  the  Hanover  Caflieer,  who  attends  the 
Court. 

Then  as  to  the  Limitations,  His  Majefty  has  beforehand  con- 
formed Himfelf  to  one  of  them,  by  granting  to  the  Judges  of 
England^  and  even  to  thofe  of  Wales ^  ^lam  diu  fe  hene  gefferint, 
and  not  Durante  bene  flacito  ,  which  fhews,  how  far  His  Ma- 
jefty is  froiii  any  fuch'Defign  as  this  Libeller  traiteroufly  char- 
ges upon  him,  to  think  of  moving  the  Parliament  to  revoke 
the  faid  Limitations, 

But  indeed  it  is  plain,  in  this  and  the  following  Pages  of  his 
Libel,  that  our  Author  abandons  himfelf  to  the  frantick  Vifioni 
of  his  diftemperM  Brain,  and  inftead  of  governing  himfelf  with 
the  lead  Prudence  or  Decorum,  heaps  fo  many  Contradictions 
and  Invedives  together,  that  any  one  may  eafily  perceive,  he  is 
an  abfolute  Slave  to  his  Paflion. 

He  afferts,  Pagezi,  *  That  the  Whigs  defign  to  repeal  orex-

*  and  by  opening  a  Breach  in  it,  to  receive  a  few  Hanoverians 
^  into  Employment,  will  make  the  Gap  wide  enough  for  all  the 
Foreigners  in  Europe  to  pafs  thro*. 

And  Page  24.  He  tells  us,  '  The  King's  German  Court-Mini- 
'  ons,  are  to  ha^^e  Money  enough,  which  is  all  they  want ;  and 

*  the  Whigs  are  to  hive  the  Superintendcncy  of  all  Affairs  5 

*  which  is  the  Thing  they  pant  after. 

But  he  forgets  all  at  once.  That  the  Fadion  hath  accus'd  the 
Whigs  of  being  Men  ot  Republican  and  Antimonarchical  Prin- 
ciples; and  charges  them,  PfigezS'  with  a  DeSgn  to  govern  their 
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Country  in  a  defpotical  Manner,  and  •  Shew  the  King  the  Ufe 
'  of  the  Prerogative,  when  lodg'd  in  good  Hands.  So  that 
every  thing  ferves  to  charge  the  poor  Whigs.  The  Libeller 
thinks  he  is  always  in  the  right,  provided  he  can  infult  them, 
and  he  will  rather  load  them  with  inconfident  Characters,  than 
omit  any  thing  that  may  blacken  them  in  the  Eyes  of  the  Peo- 
pie. 

It  is  with  the  fameCandour,  he  tells  us,  They  have  a  Defign

pearance of  Treafon. 

^Our  Author,  by  referring  to  Sir  J.  Fennick's  Papers,  in.  the 
Journals  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  for  the  Proof  of  his  Charge 
againftthetwo  Lords  at  the  Head  of  our  Army  and  Navy,  dif- 
covers  at  once  his  Impudence  ^nd  Folly,  for  the  Houfe  of  Lords 
fent  the  Perfon,  who  had  a  Hand  in  framing  thofe  Accufations 
againft  the  faid  Lords  and  others,  to  the  Tower  \i\)Oi\  that  Ac- 
count, and  that  Perfon's  Reputation,  is  not  only  blafted  by 
the  faid  Commitment,  but  by  the  A6t  8th  of  King  William^  Cap. 
4.  which  attaints  Sir  J.  Fenwick^  and  charges  hiiti   '  with  fram- 

*  ing  falfe  and  icandaious  Papers,  reflecting  on  the  Fidelity  of 

*  feveral  noble   Peers,    and  diverfe  Meixbers  of  the  Houfe  ot 

*  Commons,  ^'c.  only  by  heatfay,  contriving  thereby   to  un- 

*  dermine  the  Government,  and   create  Jealoufies   betwixt  the 

*  King  and  his  Subjeils,  and  to  ftifle  the  real  Confpiracy. 

Our  Author  m?ikes  himfelf  fixtreamly  ridiculous,  by  repre- 
fenting  the  twoMen  in  TitrkiJI)  Habit,  as  having  the  Power  of 
ordering  all  things  at  St.Jfi^es'sy  and  the  very  Perfon  of  the 
King  at  their  Difpofai.  It  wou'd  feem  they  are  the  two  Dra- 
gons in  the  Fable,  appointed  to  watch  the  Gardens  of  the  Hef» 
jperides^  and  are  ready  to  devour  all  thofe  who  come  near  them. 

It  looks  as  if  our  Author  took  the  Freeholders  to  be  Children 
that  may  be  frightened  with  Bugbears  J  but  nothing  comes  amifs 
to  him,  provided  hecan infult  the  King,  and  reprefent  him  as  a 
Prince  that  fuffershimfelf  to  be  govem'd  by  two  Valets  de  Chamlre. 
However,  the  Libeller  docs  His  Majefty  a  little  more  Honour 
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a  few  Lines  after,  in  Fii^e  zj.  alledging,  That  tie  fuiFers  himfelf 
to  be  rulM  by  a  detciUble  JuntOy  to  whom  he  only  lends  his 
Name  ^nd  Authority.  Here  he  iorgets  all  oti  a  fudden,  the  Im- 
piefllons  which  he  would  give  us  in  feveral  Places,  as  it' we 
fhou'd  be  govern'd  in  the  (ame  Way  as  Hanover  is,  I  wifli  he 
cou'd  fliew  us  the  HiVwver  Junto  that  rul'd  the  King  when  he 
was  Eledor ,  this  wou'd  be  a  Difcovery  worthy  to  be  join'd 
with  that  of  Her  Royal  Highnefs*s  being  a  rigid  Calvmjl,  'Tis 
true,  thofe  Gentlemen  hiive  Reafon  to  hate  the  Name  of  a  Jun^ 
to^  for  if  by  that  they  intend  Minifters  clofely  united,  and  who 
agree  well  wth  one  another,  we  can  juftly  fay,  that  during  the 
Courfe  of  their  Adminiflration,  inflcad  of  being  a  Junto^  they 
were  all  out  of  p'lnty  and  by  thsir  Difputes,  Quarrels  and  Uu 
vifions,  made  the  beft  of  Qiieens  uneafy,  and  (hortenM  the 
Courfe  of  Her  precious  Life.

And  as  this  was  His  Con- 
dud  ill  Germany^  He  hath  obferv'd  the  fame  ever  fince  He  came 
hither  \  and  by  thofe  whom  He  has  turn'd  out  oi  Pods,  as  well 
as  by  thofe  whom  He  hes  conferr'd  Employments  upon,  the 
Nation  may  fee,  that  He  is  a  Prince  of  great  P^^netration  and 
Judgment,  who  underftands  Perfons  as  well  as  Things. 

But  if  we  may  believe  what  our  Libeller  fays,  Page  it.     ^  The 

*  King  was  dctermin'd  in  His  Choice,  by  the  Councils  of  the 

*  Dutch,   by    the    E.  of  0 's  Witchcraft,    and  tlie  D.   of 

«  yjf  ___'s  Money.  What  can  we  think  of  a  Man  who  heaps 
fuch  Abfurdities  upon  one  another  ?  Here  he  makes  the  D.  of 
M.  very  prodigal  of  his  Money,  iho'  Page  i6.  he  gives  him  quite 
another  Charad:er :  But  whac  is  ftill  more  curious  is,  that  he  cre- 
ates a  good  Underftanding  betwixt   my  Lord  of  O : —  and 

the  D,  of  M and  makes  them  to  give  the  King,  the  fame 

Advice  and  Counfel  in  Favour  of  the  Whigs.  We  nor  no  body
